Details of Fund Given 

Dr. Douglas, a former /Principal 
and ' Vlce-Chan ce|]o| ||a [| ij ^ 
UnlvcrsUy; 'MontreSPwPIni^ 
ganlzatlon planned to open a 
drive to raise "at least $500,000" 
from individuals, corporations and 
foundations^ in America to finance 
the student program. It will be 
known as the "King Georger>VI 
Memorial Fund," he said. "^*' 

The fund will provide, a year's 
study and training in the United 
States for a "substantial annual 
quota'' of young men and womén 
from IÇi'eat Britain, and the Com- 
monwealth, for under.gra4uBtc, 
post-graduate or technical school 
training in the trades, commerce. 
Industry, applted sciences, agrlcul 
ture and engineering; Dr. Douglas 
said the organization hoped to 
bring at least 50 students a year 
but that the exact figure would be 
subject to the, success of the fund 
drive andwariaUons in expenses of 
the projMtJ'W^-' , 

The new program is not avncw 
departure for the English-speaking 
Union,: wiiich - already jsponsors or 
co-sponsors .a number of schorar 
ships in America for British stu- 
dents. J ftut,. most of. the, existing 
scholarships are 'eitlicr for very 
limited numbers or arc for special 
fields of study. Dr. Douglas ex- 
plained. 

Tedder Lauds Program ' - 

Lord Tedder said the program 
would be an important new 'step 
toward greater understanding / and 
co-opcratinn between the British 
Commonwealth and the United 
States. ■ ■ ■ . ' 

Such understanding, he said, can 
help the English-speaking nations 
to work together to lead the free 
world to peace; "I believe, very 
deeply, that the futiirr of our civil- 
ization depends largely on the de- 
Kirn to which we worlt together 
as colleagues."
